the Court of Exchequer in Ireland, as fully and eftectually as if 
the' said last-mentioned Act were enacted and expressly applied 
to the said documents and each of them when so transacted, and 
as if the said Second Remembrancer had been expressly named 5 
in the said Act and Schedule ; and thereupon and from thenceforih 
the several fees enacted and provided in an Act passed in the 
fifth and sixth years of the reign of his late Majesty King William 
the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act for facilitating the Appointment of 
Sheriffs in Ireland, and for the more effectual audit and passing of their 10 
Accounts, and for the more speedy Return and Recovery of Fines, Fees, 
Forfeitures, Recognizances, Penalties and Deodands, and to abolish 
certain Offices in the Court of Exchequer in Ireland, and to amend 
the Laws relating to Giants in Custodium and Recovery of Debts in 
Ireland, and to amend an Act of the second and third years of his 15

AND whereas since the passing of the said recited Act of the sixth 
and seventh years of the reign of Her present Majesty, the business 
of the offices of the Chief and Second Remembrancers has been 
greatly increased ; BE it therefore Enacted, That the Commissioners 25 
of Her Majesty’s Treasury for the time being, or any Three or more 
of them, are hereby authorized and empowered by their warrant to 
make such addition to the existing salaries or income of the said

officer by the Second Remembrancer, and from the time of such 
appointment the Examiner in the Chief Remembrancer’s office shall 
2 cease to be the Examiner of the Second Remembrancer. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Second Remembrancer and the 
Examiner in his office, shall have all such and the like powers, as to 
the examination of witnesses in any cause or matter, inquiry or 
account depending before or in the office of the said Second Remem- 
10 brancer, and as to the taking affidavits, as is now by law, or by any 
statute in that behalf, or any rule' or order of the said Court, pos- 
sessed by the said Chief Remembrancer or his Examiner respectively. 

And be it Enacted, That the fees payable to the Examiner to the 
Chief Remembrancer of the said Court, under the said Act passed in the 
15 fourth year of the reign of his late Majesty King George the Fourth, 
and the First Table therein named, shall and may be demanded and 
taken by the Examiner of the Second Remembrancer, for or by reason 
or on account of the several acts, matters and things therein mentioned, 
when done in or concerning the business of the office of the Second 
20 Remembrancer. 

And be it Enacted, That so long as Thomas Steele, Esquire, 
the present Examiner to the Chief Remembrancer, shall hold the 
office of Examiner either to the present or any future Chief Remem- 
brancer, it shall be lawful to and for the Chief Remembrancer to 
25 determine and regulate the proportion of the gross receipts of the said 
two officers of Examiners to the Chief and Second Remembrancers, or

and Second Remembrancers shall examine the said accounts respec- 
tively, by examination on oath or otherwise, as they may think fit, of 
each of such Examiners, and of such Clerk or Clerks, or other persons 
as shall be produced before them by the said officers, or either of them, 25 
or as they shall think fit to examine touching the same, and which 
oaths they are hereby authorized and empowered to administer. 

And be it Enacted, That in case of the absence of the Chief 
or Second Remembrancers, from illness or the like unavoidable 
cause, it shall be lawful for the Lord Chief Baron and Barons of the 30 
said Court of Exchequer, or any Two of them, if they shall see fit, by 
an order to that effect under their bands, to nominate some person, 
being a Barrister of not less than Ten Years’ standing, to report upon 
such references or other matters upon the Equity side of the said Court, 
as the said Chief Baron and Barons may direct to him during such 35 
unavoidable absence upon such person taking the oath of office of the 
said Chief or Second Remembrancer respectively^ and all acts, matters 
and things to be done by such person so nominated and appointed, in 
respect to such references or other matters, shall have the like force 
and effect in all respects as if the same had been done by the Chief or 40 
Second Remembrancer, as the case may be; and such person shall for 
the time being, and for the discharge of such business, have all such 
and the like powers and authorities as are or may be possessed by the 
Chief or Second Remembrancer, in whose absence he may be so ap- 
pointed^ and such person shall receive and be paid such compensation 

for 
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for his labour and trouble, in regard to the duties so to be done by 
him, as the Barons making such appointment shall deem fit to direct 
and appoint, the same to be paid by the officer in whose stead he shall 
be appointed, or out of the salary payable to him. 

5 AND whereas certain officers of the Equity side of the Court of Comp°nsa-

prise the Serjeant-at-Arnis to the said Court, and inasmuch as the said 
Serjeant-at-Arms holds his office by Letters Patent of his late Majesty 
King George the Third, and the fees and emoluments of his office 
15 are and have been affected by the operation of the said Act, and the 
rules and regulations so made by the said Court, it is just that due 
regard shall be had for his rights, so far as they are or may be so 
affected; BE it therefore Enacted, That the Serjeant-at-Arms of the 
said Court of Exchequer ought to be and he is hereby declared to 
20 be an officer entitled to the benefit of the said Act, and to claim com- 
pensation for the loss of income (if any) sustained by him by reason 
thereof, and to have the same calculated for the period of Seven Years 
mentioned in said Act, and to be paid such compensation in the same 
manner and out of the same fund as if such office of Serjeant-at-Arms 
S had been mentioned by name in the said Act ; and an account shall be 
taken under the said Act, and according to its provisions, of the average 
emoluments of his office, and of his said loss of income from the com- 
mencement of the year preceding the First day of Michaelmas Term 
One thousand eight hundred and Forty-four, notwithstanding the expi- 
30 ration of Om Month from the date mentioned in said Act as the time 
within which the officers entitled to compensation under said Act 
were to make the returns for that year; and all other acts shall be 
done and payments made thereupon as if the said officer had been 
named in said Act, and had made the returns therein prescribed in due 
time.

under colour of his office in the quarter ending on said days respec- 
tively j and that the said Barons, or any one of them, shall examine the 
said documents respectively, and shall certify the amount thereof to 
the Paymaster of Civil Services in Ireland for the time being upon 15 
the examination on oath or otherwise as they or he may think fit of 
the said Register, Assistant Register and Filacer, and of such clerk or 
clerks or other persons as shall be produced by said Register, Assistant 
Register and Filacer, or as such Barons or Baron may think fit to 
examine touching the same. 2 q 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That wheresoever, and 
so often as it shall appear by anv account to be delivered by such 
Register, Assistant Register or Filacer, in pursuance of this Act, and 
by the certificates of the Barons of the said Exchequer, or any obe of 
them to be made in pursuance of this Act, that the sum so received 25 
by or payable to said Register, Assistant Register and Filacer respec- 
tively, in any quarter of a year ending on such days as aforesaid 
(after deducting thereout the sums paid to copying clerks and for 
salaries and other necessary official expenses as aforesaid), shall exceed 
the clear sum of Three hundred Pounds, in the case of the Register, 30 
and of Two hundred Pounds to the Assistant Register and Filacer 
respectively, the said Register, Assistant Register and Filacer respec- 
tively shall, within Seven Days next after the date of auch certificate, 
pay or cause to be paid into the receipt of the Exchequer in Ireland 
the amount of such sum or sums of money as shall have been received 35 
by them respectively, exceeding such sum as aforesaid, ‘and which sum 
so to be paid shall be carried to and made part of the Consolidated 
Fund. 

AND whereas Gerald Tench, esqiiire, Register of the said Court 
of EiXchequer, has held office during 0, period of Forty-se'oen years, 40 
and holds his said office of Register by Letters Patent during good 
behaviour, audit is ei'pedient to provide for his peculiar case', BE 
it therefore Enacted, That the said Gerald Tench shall he at liberty, 

with 
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with the sanction and under the authority of the Lord Chief Baron HtrMmjatf, 
and other Barons of said Court or any Two of them, and of the 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, or any Three of them, to 
resign his office, and he entitkd to receive yearly, during his life, 

5 and there shall therefrom, be paid and payable to the said Gerald 
Tench, free and clear of all deductions, in four tpiarterly payments, 
on every Fifth of April, Fifth of July, Tenth of October and Fifth of 
January, the amount of the net compensation to which the said Gerald 
Tench was declared entitkd under the provisions of the said Act of 
10 the sixth and, seventh year of the rdgn of Her present Majesty by the 
Lord Chief Baron and other Barons of the Court, and the same shall 
be charged upon and paid out of the Consolidated Fund of Great 
Britain and Ireland ; Provided always, and be it Enacted, That so 
much, if any, of every such quarterly payments which shall be so paid 
15 to the said Gerald Tench as shall exceed the amount of the fees of said 
office of Register, as ascertained for the same quarter in the accounts 
to be rendered thereof by the future Register as aforesaid, shall be 
deemed and taken as paid to him under the provisions of the said Act 
of the sixth and seventh year of the reign of Her present Majesty, and 
20 as an advance out of the Consolidated Fund in aid tffi and to be repaid 
out of the Suitors' Compensation Fee Fund of the said Court of 
Exchequer, in the same manner as is therein provided in regard to the 
compensation payment under said Act. 

And be it Enacted, That in case, by the operation of this Act, or cierfo 
25 with a view to future saving or the more effectual discharge of the 
official business, any Clerk appointed in the offices at the Equity or 
Revenue side of the said Court, before the passing of the said Act of 
the sixth and seventh year of the reign of Her present Majesty, and 
nm employed therein, shall be deprived of or removed from his 
30 situation, the said person, if not re-appointed to some other situation 
of greater emolument, may, within Three calendar Months from 
such deprivation or removal, make a claim for compensation for his 
loss of income to the Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury ; and 
the said Commissioners shall investigate the claim, and may award to 
35 the claimant such compensation, if any, by way of annuity, or in a gross 
sum, as they shall think him entitled to, chargeable upon the Conso- 
lidated Fund of the United Kingdom of Great Britcdn and Ireland, 

And be it further Enacted, That this Act may be altered or repealed Act 
by any Act to be passed in this present Session of Parliament. ■ 
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
